GENERAL PACT IN THE 
~ WEST. 


Berlin, Aug. 14. 

The Koelniache Zeitung 
(Cologne Gazette), which has on 
several . occasions in the past 
proved itself well informed on ine 
ternational affairs, prints an In- 
teresting account of what it be- 
Heves to have been one of the 
principal proposnis diacusued 
when the Prime Minlatera and 
Foreign Miniaters of ' the chief 
Eurapean States met on various 
occasions during the past two 
montha. 


In the search for a formula 
which would give definite assur- 
anee of an improved international 
utmosphere to the’ nations of west. 
ern Europe, attention was drawn 
to the article in the treaty of Ber- 
lin between Germany and the So- 
viet Union, by which both coun- 
tries bound themselves to enter 
into contact with one another in 
all questions which are of concern 
to both Powers. It was sugses- 
ted that a similar agreement might 
be reached between’ France - and 
Germany. It would diplomatically 
evade both the re-affirmation of 
the perce treaties and Germany's 
claims for their revision, 


In the various conversations be- 
tween Europe's. statesmen, the 
question wna then rained, the 
Koelninche Zeitrag writes, of 
enlarging such an agreement to 
include not only) Germany — and 
France but Bugland and Italy. 
Thia presented a danger that it 
might be interpreted in a way to 
give offence in both Washington 
und Moscow, especially, indeed, in 
Moscow, where the fear of an 
alliance of Capitalist States 
against the ane Communist State 
ix ever, present, 


Thin fear, the  AKeclutsche 
Zeit remarks, has fortunately 
bet been stimulated by the recent 
conferences on the modél of Che- 
quers. With regard to Washing- 
ton, it is suggested that-it would 
not be diMecult tou give the neces- 
sary assurances if an Amerient 
observer were present for | the 
agreement. With regard to Mop- 
cow it) js auggested that the 
USSAL might itself! be willing to 
join such a pact with the Western 
Powers as Jang aa it wars so for- 
mulited as to involve no recogni- 
tion of the treaty of Versnilles by 
the Soviet Government. 

Possible Ballon D'essai. 


The attitude of the Soviet Gov- 
ernment to ‘the negotiations 
it is carrying on with France 
at the moment is thought 
by the Koclnische Zeitung to in- 
dicate the possibility of such a 
readiness on the part of Moscow. 


The paper also points out the 
value to Germany of the Soviet 
Government's partnership since it 
would make. {t Impossible to in- 
terpret the documents-as in any 
way & surrender by Germany.
